pital at Cedar Grove, N. Y., was 
in Chicago preparatory to making 
a. general survey of the state's 
mental hospitals. 


Dr. Bush said that he welcomed 


the investigation of the charges. 


Known to be in the background 


weie similar charges made by Dr. 


e Lande, child specialist, who 


was recently discharged from the 
hospital medical staff. In a letter 
to Governor Stevenson she claim- 
ed that Dr. Bush supported medi- 
cal staff members who advocated 
corporal punishment for patients 
at the institution. 


Contacted Newspapers 


Dr. Lande was also known to 


have contacted a number of Chi- 


» cago newspapers after the gover- 
*nor did not publicly reply to her 


letter. 


Dr. Lande was removed from 


the staff by Dr. Bush who charged 
that she was a "trouble-maker." 


In today's article, the Chicago 


Daily News reporter. Center Dahl, 
said that the hospital "has string- 
ent rules against brutal treatment 
of inmates (patients) but "there 
are a few (attendants) who take 
^a savage delight in beating up in-

the body with a board." She then 
herded all 75 boys into a toilet 
room "about five foot wide and 


A-15 feet long where they "were kept 


like penned animals" until soiled 
beds were changed, Dahl said.

Milk Consumption 
Per Capita Takes 
Decline, Beef Up 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—Beef is 


being given \preference over milk 
and dairy products in the nation's 
food purchases. 


This fact was shown clearly to- 


day in an agriculture department 
report which said milk -production 
averages less for each consumer 
than at any time since the agency 
started keeping records back in 
1930. 


Production of meat and milk- 


as well as of most farm products— 
usually 
rises 
and 
falls 
with 


changes in their respective prices. 
At present, beef is bringing a 
much higher price, from the farm- 
ers' standpoint, than is milk. 


As a consequence some farmers 


are turning away from production 
of milk to production of beef cat- 
tle. 


Today's report showed milk pro- 


duction in the first five months of 
this year was about 1.5 per cent 
less than in the corresponding 
period last year. Consumer buy- 
ing power, on the other hand, is 
considerably larger—a fact which 
usually could be expected to cause 
an increase in demand for milk.

about last year's level in June, the 
department said, if pastures—a 
source of cheaper feed—are in 
good condition. 


Five Ways to 
Meet Shortage 
Of Farm Labor 


URBANA—Five ways to meet 


the shortage of farm labor were 
reported today by authorities in 
the Illinois college of agriculture. 


They say this year United States 


farmers face a net deficit of about 
918,000 workers. This is about 
300,000 more than in the worst 
shortage during World War II. 
And the drain on farm manpower 
has not reached its peak. 


To overcome this handicap, these 


steps are recommended to increase 
efficiency of remaining workers: 
(1) Spread out peak labor loads by 
careful planning, (2) prevent acci- 
dents, (3) use machines and equip- 
ment more efficiently, (4) train 
workers in labor-saving methods 
and (5) build community coopera- 
tion in solving labor problems. 


All-out farm production is need- 


ed, and these suggestions should 
help to produce more food, feed 
and fiber with less manpower.

Feed hogs a nutritious, balanced 


ration. 


Avoid sudden changes in feed- 


ing and management. 


Prevent lungworm and round- 


worm infestation. 


Hogs need special care if their 


resistance is lowered as a result 
>f other diseases, such as necro 
>r influenza. In such pigs, pneu- 
monia is likely to occur. 


If pneumonia strike^ your herd, 


you can reduce losses by prompt 
reatment. Call your veterinarian 
f your pigs cough persistently and 
lave difficulty in breathing.

URBANA—About half the farm 


leases in Illinois aro wrlttecn, and 
tenants stay on their farms for 
a fairly long time. 


Those are two general findings 


from a recent University of Ill- 
inois study of farm leases on 268 
crop-sharo cash leases and about 
100 livestock-share leases in 20 
east-central counties. 


University agricultural econo- 


mists found that 144 leases in the 
sample wore written, most of them 
for one year, and they had a con- 
tinuation clause. But in 30 cases, 
the notice to move was given less 
than six months in advance. 


As for length of tenure, 259 


tenants with crop-share leases had 
already been on the farm for nine 
years and livestockrshare leases 
for seven years. It might bo as- 
sumed they had good chances to 
stay as much longer. At least on 
these selected farms, the matter of 
tenants moving was not import- 
ant.

If Reds Want Korean Peace 
They Must Meet UN Terms 


No Western diplomats really- have any idea, of course, 


whether the Chinese or the Russians are in a mood for peace 
talks over Korea. ' 


-The American forces on the peninsula have done all they 


could to put them in that mood by cutting up the Communist 
units that twice this spring launched offensives. But per- 
haps the Chinese are able and willing to absorb still more 
punishment. Or'perhaps they and their mentors in the Krem- 
lin have something bigger in store for us. 


On the other hand, if they should be receptive to peace 


negotiations, they should not have much doubt about the 
kind of terms they could get from the United Nations. 


To begin with, the United States, and, more recently, 


Britain, too, have made it clear that the questions of For- 
mosa and the Chinese Communists' entry into the United 
Nations can have no place on the peace agenda. 


It is our view that these issues are not linked funda- 


mentally with the Korean war and that their settlement 
should be arranged wholly outside the framework of that 
problem. To include them introduces the prospect of some 
sort of trade which might in some fashion appear to reward 
the Reds for their aggression. This we will not do. 


Secretary of State Achespn, testifying before the Sen- 


ate Mac Arthur group,-said this country would be willing to 
accept the 38th parallel as a dividing line in any peace agree- 
ment with the Communists. 


•Furthermore,'we wouldmot consent to establishment ol 


the 38th parallel-as"a border unless the Chinese permitted 
the UN to send a. commission into Red territory to make 
sure no new war preparations were made. 


This is, naturally, a vital consideration in any peace 


terms. Our excuse originally for crossing the 38th was that 
we had to destroy the Reds as an effective fighting force. If 
we do not gain the right to inspect Red territory to observe 
military operations, we will be no better off than if we had 
never crossed the parallel. We would then have no choice 
but to make South Korea, a permanent armed camp, alert 
always for renewal of the attack at the Communists' con- 
venience. 


We and the UN dare not settle for less than these goals. 


Even if we realize them,- we will be left with many critical 
problems in Korea. 
\ 


Inspectors can be fooled. To be safe, a really strong 


South Korean army would have to be forged, with American 
units to back them up for some time to come. A flattened 
burned-out land must be rehabilitated at colossal cost. The 
path toward unification of the country is strewn with dis- 
couraging obstacles. 


But if the Communists do sue for peace and do accept 


our terms, there will be no question in the minds of any men 
who know the realities of war and politics that the UN—and 
the United States—have scored^a major victory in the strug 
gle for freedom.

Our envoy to Iran, Henry Grady, in effect did just tha 


the other day when he mistakenly handed to Premier Mossa 
degh a copy of a letter written by President Truman to Prim 
Minister Attlee of Britain. Grady was supposed to deliver i 
message intended for the Iranian leader.

Which Degraded, Press, Pegler Says

Having recently read my betters a couple of lectures on the 


duties of our free press, I request permission to amend those com- 
mentaries by some endearing observations. 
The Tampa Morning 


Tribune and the Miami Herald have fought bravely and with some sue- 
cess against evils in their purview and even be- 
yond, and have maintained the tradition of the-; 
crusading press even though Red Newton, the/ 
managing editor of the Tribune, .dislikes the word, 
"crusade" in this sense because, he,says, "it pcr-'| 
haps hints of- the sensational." 


My 
dictionary 
says 
"sensational" 
means, 


"suited or intended to excite great interest or emo-', 
tion; melodramatic; emotional," and it has seemedf 
to me that his campaigns against a local politico- 
criminal gambling mob have excited great interest 
and emotion as a requisite of their success. More-^^^ 
over, I well remember that when Major Frederick "^J 
Palmer, the chief censor of the A. E. F., admonished the small press 
corps who had just paid their first visit to the first American sec- 
toir of the western front in 1916, that their stories must not be sen- 
sational, Bobby Small, of the A. P.,' a stylish little fellow with a sharp 
tongue, excalimed "Good Gawd A'mighty, this is the most sensa- 
tional story since Fort Sumter!" 


The Miami Herald, under the ownership of John S. Knight, has 


changed for the better, but I distinctly recall a time when the Her- 
ald was not merely apathetic toward outrageous conditions which 
were building into the scandals of recent times, but resented intru- 
sions into its local sphere by ink-stained wretches from the vast 
outside who happened along with the fighters and ball-clubs and 
wrote what they heard and saw. I regret th?t I am not well-enough 
informed on the details of the Herald's crusades to name the heroes 
who have done the digging and taken the chances but, in brief, the 
Herald observed that Miami was destined to become a great inter- 
national port for both airborne and seaborne commerce and already 
had become, by bribery, neglect and tolerance, the hibernating place 
of an element which Edgar Hoover described as the criminal scum. 
Union racketeers were closing in and the mainland and the. beach 
were peopled almost altogether by strangers who knew not one an- 
other and were bashful about speaking up. 


In sports one came to know the 


gamblers and thugs from 
the 


rogue cities of the north and mid- 
west and even if the Herald in 
those days was honestly 
unin- 


formed it should have paid at- 
tention and done its job instead 
of objecting to the revelations of 
dirt on its doorstep. The haunts 
of luxury were over-run 
with 


bums of great renown who went 
right into action and soon took 
over. There was jsome excuse for 
indifference or disbelief in union 
matters, for, to this very day, 
many papers elsewhere maintain- 
tain a strong resistance to infor- 
mation proving the funedamental 
conflict between these bad so- 
cieties and good government. The

Can You Make Six No-Trump 
By OSWALD JACOBY 


Today we have a little contest 


'or our expert readers. Cover up 
.he East-West cards and study 
just the North-South cards. How 
would you play the" hand to make 
sure of six no-trump? 


A moment's thought shows you 


:hat the contract is ice-cold unless 
one of the opponents has all four 
of the missing clubs. Therefore 
your plan has to provide against 
a 4-0 club break—in either direc- 
tion. 


The best plan is to win the open- 


queen and return a low club. If 
East follows. South can finesse the 
queen. Even if West then shows 
out, South has two club tricks and 
can easily make three hearts, three 
spades, and four diamonds for a 
total of 12 tricks. 


As the hand is shown today, 


East discards a diamond on the 
first round of clubs. This makes it 
harder for declarer. 


South must put up the ace of 


clubs and return the three of clubs. 
West dares not take his king, for 
then the entire club suit could be 
brought in. Hence he plays the 
nine, and dummy wins with the 
jack of clubs.

I used to 
sleep with him whenever we got 
high." 


The next step, she said, was a 


relationship with an older, man 
to obtain money for drugs. 


Reform Attempt 


Ending her story on a note of 


hope, she said she now had met 
a boy who took a "sincere inter- 
est" in her and that she was trying 
to break the drug habit. 


Attorney General Nathaniel L. 


Goldstein, in a brief opening state- 
ment, said that crime did not lead 
to narcotics, but that narcotics led 
to crime. 


Goldstein said "too many have 


been laboring too long in a va- 
cuum" concerning use of dope by 
teen-agers. 


The purpose of the hearing, fol- 


lowing two months of investiga- 
tion, was to outline the condition 
and state the problem, Goldstein 
said.

Cattle Pinkeye 
Can Dent Profits 


URBAN A—Although pinkeye in 


cattle is seldom fatal, it can put a 
dent in your profits if you do not 
halt it. 


That's the warning today from 


Dr. P. B. Barto, in the University 
of Illinois college of veterinary 
medicine. He says that, although 
the exact cause of pinkeye isn't 
known, there are two facts .to re- 
member about it. First, it is in- 
,'fectlous and can spread in a herd. 
Second, irritation or injuries to the 
eyes seem to make animals more 
susceptible. 


It's important to halt pinkeye 


before it becomes serious. So 
watch for these symptoms. 


A flow of tears, which may be- 


come mixed with pus and blood, 
often stains the animal's face. 


Affected animals try to avoid 


bright light by keeping their eyes 
cloed. Their eyelids are swollen and 
hot to the touch. . 


If you suspect pinkeye, separate 


sick animals from those that are 
not yet affected. Put them in dark 
quarters and call your veterinari- 
an. Permanent damage to cattle's 
eyes can be avoided by early treat- 
ment.

about the highest short-term debt 
load they've ever had—abou si:; 
billion dollars in January, 1051. 
It's even just a shade larger than 
the long-time farm mortgage debt 
This comparison will probably con- 
tinue because machinery, equip- 
ment and livestock—which require 
short-term credit—are taking an 
increasingly larger share of total 
farm investment.

Watch for Chinch 
Bugs If Weather 
Dry This Mouth 


URBANA—A reminder to be on 


the watch for chinch bugs came 
today from an insect specialist. 


H .B. Petty says if the weather 


is dry in late May, June and July, 
we should watch grain fields for 
premature ripening and other signs 
of chinch bugs. After hatching in 
grain fields, they move into corn 
fields during late June and early 
July. That's the time to stop them 
with sprays or poison barriers. 


Petty, entomologist in the Dli- 


nois college of agriculture and 
Illinois Natural History 
survey, 


points out that chinch bugs are 
threatening this year in a 25- 
county area bounded roughly by 
Chicago, Peoria, Mattoon and the 
Indiana line. They are moderate 
in Rock Island, Mercer, Warren, 
Henderson, Hancock and McDon- 
ough 'Counties. 


The pests can cause millions of 


dollars of loss in a bad year. But 
much of the loss is needless. Petty 
urges farmers in threatened areas 
to watch closely for signs of chinch 
bugs and to be ready for fast ac- 
tion if needed. 


Circular 590 gives full details 


on building creosote and other 
types of barriers. You can get a 
free copy from your farm adviser 
or from the college of agriculture, 
Urbana. Spray recommendations 
for chinch bugs will be announced 
within 10 days.

Richard Barr, 85, Joliet, Who 
Served State 48 Years, Dies 


JOLffiT — (AP) — Richard J. 


Barr, 15, who probably had more 
yearn service as a legislator than 
any other state senator In the na- 
tion, died last night after an ill- 
ness of three weeks. 


Available records indicate that 


Barr's 48 years of service in tho 


Illinois legislature topped 
any 


other '.state senators' tenure. 


Burr-started his-political career 


upon the suggestion of Charlie 
Wheeler, late political writer for 
tho Chicago Daily News, in 1899. 


Burr, a Republican, was a mem- 


ber of the Joliet law firm of Barr 


& Barr. His wife, Mary, died two 
years ago. 


Surviving are two sons, Richard 


J. Barr, Jr., Joliot architect; Wil- 
liam Barr, assistant to Federal 
Housing Expediter Tighe Woods, 
Washington, D. C., a daughter, 
Mrs. Mary Barr West of Joliet, 
and five grandchildren. 


Funeral arrangements have not 


yet been completed. 


"Dick" Barr was born in Wil- 


ton Center, III., about 10 miles 
south of Joliet, tho second eldest 


son In a farm family of four sons 
and four daughters. 


Barr started work at the age of 


11 in his spare time to help his 
widowed 
mother. 
He 
worked 


through the latter part of grade 
school, high school, the University 
of Illinois, and the University of 
Michigan law school. During his 
college day he was employed aa a 
harvesting machine salesman and 
rural school teacher. 


Barr served as mayor of Joliet 


for two terms—from 1898 to 1902 
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and from 1900 to 1910. 
It was 


near the end of his first term that 
he was elected to tho legislature. 


He was one of the leaders In 


the senate in programs calling for 
development of the Illinois water- 
way. 
On two occasions he led 


commissions on tours through Eu- 
rope to study foreign waterway 
systems, 


He was chairman at one time or 


another of all important legisla- 
tive committees in the Illinois sen- 
ate and served on as many as 27 


at one time. Occasionally he sat1 


In as acting governor in the ab- 
sence of the state's chief executive 
and lieutenant governor. 


Baif once give this advice to 


aspiring politicians: 


"If you're going to stay in poli- 


tics, you've got to do something 
and you must not be afraid. The 
public scolds the legislators" they 
elect, but they can always kick 
them out, and they can't offer any 
better system—because it's tha 
best."
